It was her misfortune "indeed, that the 
Exemplarineſs of her Behaviour call'd off the 
Eyes of feveral to ' obſerve it 3 but more 
Her and Their misfortune, that when rhey 
had ſeen it, and- ſatisfied their Curioſity, 
they did not po on alfo to imitate it. She 
often expretied her diſſatisfaGtion at that In- 
decency. of Carriage which univerſally pre- 
vails int our Churches ; and wonderd that 
They ſhould be moſt careleſs of their Be- 
haviour towards God,- who are moſt {cru- 
pulouſly nice in exaCting and paying -all 
the little Decencies that are in ufe among 
Men.

'When -She mer with any thing in her 
Reading, there or ellewhere, which would 
be of remarkable uſe. to her 1n-the conduct 
of her Life and Aﬀairs, She truſted not her 
Memory with it ; not even that excellent 
Memory, which She ſately truſted with eve- 
ry: thing. belgdes + but nnmediately commit- 
ted. it to Wricing, Many Obſervations of 
this kind.
